EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

• Change the status identifier of each of claims 24-27, 31-32, and 34 to "(Previously 
Amended)". 

Explanation: Applicant amended claims 24-27, 31-32, and 34 to depend from only independent 
claim 21. Since claim 21 is allowable, claims 24-27, 31-32, and 34 are being removed from 
"withdrawn" status. Examiner has chosen "previously amended" to emphasize that the text of 
those claims is not changed by the present office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21, 24-27, 31-32, 34, and 67-82 are allowed. Claim 21 was amended to recite 
further details of the TFT manufacturing process which are not disclosed or suggested in the 
previously applied references. The complete method of claim 21 is not disclosed or suggested by 
any of the prior art of record. New independent claim 67 essentially adds to claim 21a solvent 
in the spurted droplets, and a baking step. New independent claim 68 essentially adds to claim 
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21a condition that certain films are formed consecutively without being exposed to the 
atmosphere. All other pending claims depend from one of claims 21, 67, or 68.
